over  4  000  had  the  custody  of  the  ballot-boxes  .->nd  all  other  election 
paperj,  ai  d  notwithstanding  the  suspicion  that  has  been  cast  upon  the 
officers  of  the  Government,  not  one  of  the  427,463  ballots  cast  wen 
Umpcred  with.  Every  ballot-bo.t  was  returned  as  directed  by  law 
and  every  officer  is  believed  to  have  respected  his  oath  of  office.  Was 
there  an  election  in  the  Dominio.:  m  the  last  twenty  years  when  thi 
ballots  and  ballot-boxes  were  under  the  control  of  the  Conservativ. 
Government,  of  which  as  much  could  be  said? 

RECOUNTS  BEFORE  THE  COUNTY  JUDGE 

Where  an  election  is  close  it  is  not  unusual  for  the  losing  party  t 
ask  fir  a  recount  in  the  hope  that  ballots  may  have  been  rejected  tha: 
should  not  have  been,  or  ballots  miscounted  or  some  other  irregularitv 
to  be  st  nw-.  which  would  give  him  the  seat. 

In  the  election  of  190J  ..e  number  of  constituencies  in  which 
there  was  a  recount  was  14, 

The  number  of  ballots  examined  was  62,805. 

The  number  of  ballots  suspected  of  being  tampered  with  was  j, 
and  in  regard  to  these,  Mr.  Justice  Mcl.,ennan  expressed  the  beli.f 
that  there  as  no  real  ground  for  suspicion  of  the  ballots^bein;  markid 
after  they  were  placed  in  the  ballot  box. 

This  record  indicates  unmistakably  the  honest  mauagemeiit 
of  the  eIec:tion.

WEST  ELGIN  FRAUDS 

(3)  It  is  charged  that  certain  frauds  were  committed  in  West 
Elgin  which  stamped  the  Liberal  party  as  c  mipt  beyond  all  pre 
cedent. 

This  charge  is  mainly  founded  on  the  confession  of  the  memb<r 
elect.     The  whole  case  was  fully  investigated  by  a  Royal  Commission 
composed  of  two  County  Judges,  Mr.  Barron,  a  Liberal,  and  Mr.  Mor 
gan,  a  Conservative.     In  all,  2 1 1   witnesses   were   examined    at   this  I 
investigation,  of.  whom  73  were  deputy  returning  officers,  pr     clerks 
or  constables.       The   investigation    showed    that   in  4   cas"      certain  [ 
persons  secured  tneir  appointment  as  deputy  returning  omcers  I'v 
misrepresentation,     and    in     some     cases    under     assumed     nanirs 
Naturally  suspicion  would  attach  to  «uch  a  procedure,  but,  as  already  I 
stated,  after  the  closest  investigation  by  the  Commission,  it  was  luit  I 
shown  that  a  single  ballot  was  tampered  with  or  a  false  return  mad(  I 
by  any  returning  officers.     If  fraud  was  intended,  there  is  no  proof  I 
that  fraud  was  committed. 

(4)  It  is  charged  that  ballot  boxes  were  burned  in  order  to  pr» 
vent  the  exposure  of  frauds  committed  by  deputy  returning  officers. 

For  this  charge  there  is  not  a  particle  of  evidence ;  on  the  contrary,  I 
the  strongest  challenge  might  be  given  to  the  Conservative  party  to  j 
state  where  and  when  a  single  ballot  box  was  burned  for  such  or  any  | 
other  purpose. 

(5)  It  is  charged  that  the  ballots  in  the  West  Elgin  election  ol  I 
'99  were  taken  out  of  the  vaults  at  the  Parliament  Buildings  and  biirnd  I 
with  a  view  to  prevent  a  discovery  of  the  frauds  perpetrated  in  thai  I 
election.  This  circumstance  was  also  examined  by  the  Royal  Cntninis  [ 
sioti  referred  to,  and  after  the  examination  under  oath  of  1 7  wit  I 
nesses.  including  the  olTicers  in  charge  of  the  ballots,  all  of  them  m^'n  ofl 
good  reputation,  the  j'jdges  found  that  these  ballots  were  "inalvertf 
ently  burned  "  The  law  requires  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  in  Chnicetyl 
to  destroy  all  ballots  after  one  year  has  expired  from  the  date  of  thil 
election  to  which  they  apply.

to  $130,000,  of  which  there  was  expended  in  Quebec  County: — (Sli 
A.  P.  Caron,  M.P.),  $18,500;  Three  Rivers  (Sir  Hector  Langevin), 
$16,800;  Quebec  West  (Thomas  McGreevy),  S8,ooo.  These  are  but 
two  illustrations  of  the  large  expenditures  of  Ci-nservatives  for  briberj' 
purposes. 

MR.  WHITNEY  AND  THE  PURITY  FUND 

In  the  Toronto  News  of  Nov.  14th,  1903,  a  full  account  is  giver 
of  an  organization  calling  itself  the  "Ontario  Conservative  Asso 
dation,"  created  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  campaign  fund  for  tht 
assistance  of  candidates.  It  is  declared  on  behalf  of  this  Association, 
tbat :— ' '  They  did  not  hold  the  theory  that  elections  could  carry  them 
"selves  01  that  even  with  a  fair  field  the  best  man  must  of  necessity 
"win."  This  Association  collected  a  campaign  fund  for  the  Dominion 
Elections  of  1900  of  $19,173.  but  spent  only  the  sum  of  $17,717,  and 
boasted  that,  as  a  result  of  this  expenditure,  the  Conservative  party 
had  a  majority  of  20  in  the  Province. 

In  the  Provincial  Elections  of  1902  the  Association  coUectcl 
$28,898  which,  with  the  surplus  of  the  preceding  election,  gave  thcni 
130,831,  a  considerable  campaign  fund,  everybody  will  admit.  Tl  c 
statement  shows,  however,  that  only  about  $24,000  of  this  was  expendcl. 
as  there  remained  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  the  election,  $6,7,;;. 
The  report  states  that  $4,633  were  spent  in  detective  work;  that  is, 
in  employing  Yankee  detectives  i:om  Buffalo  to  distribute  this  fund 
where  it  would  do  the  most  good,  and  when  any  of  them  were  siib- 
poenaed,  as  was  the  case  in  the  Lennox  protest,  they  could  skip  ben  k 
to  Buffalo  and  be  beyond  the  reach  of  the  Canadian  Courts. 

MR.  WHITNEY'S  CONNECTION  WITH  THE  FUND 
The  report  in  the  News  states  as  follows ;—"  When  the  GcuitJ 
"Elections  for  the  Legislature  last  year  (1902)  were  pending,  iir. 
"Whitney,  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition,  had  a  conference  (Mr.Wlit 
"ney  evidently  likes  conferences)  with  the  members  of  the  Associ.ition 
"and  asked  them  to  undertake  charge  of  the  campaign  fund  in  ca- 
"nection  therewith.  This  was  assented  to."  Here  we  have  the  Len;ler 
of  the  Conservative  party  entering  into  a  contract  with  certain  of 
his  supporters  to  pay  out  $30,000  for  election  purposes,  by  an  Asw.d 
ation  that  admitted  "that  the  major  portion  of  the  funds  sent  to  a

(3)  Have  the  Conservatives  practised  "  switching  ballots?" 
Switching  ballots   is  only  possible  when  the    Deputy  Returuiii:; 

Officer  is  a  party  to  the  transaction.  The  fact  that  no  "  switching  ' 
has  taken  place  in  the  Ontario  elections  is  a  striking  proof  of  the  hon- 
esty of  the  men  appointed  to  this  office.  But  how  about  Dominion 
Elections,  where  Conservative  Deputy  Returning  Officers  had  charj,'e 
of  the  ballots?  In  the  North  Ontario  Election  of  1896,  21  ballots 
marked  for  the  Liberal  candidate  were  extracted,  and  21  marked 
for  the  Conservative  candidate  substituted  therefor;  the  substituui 
ballots  were  not  even  folded,  thus  showing  beyond  question  tliat 
switching  had  taken  place.  In  SotUh  Grey,  it  was  proven  in  ilit 
recount  that  7  ballot  boxes  were  opened  after  the  collection  and  26 
ballots  marked  for  the  Liberal  candidate  abstracted  and  26  for;;id 
ballots  marked  for  the  Conservative  candidate  substituted.  In  Smilh 
Wentworih,  in  the  election  of  1899,  more  ballots  were  found  in  the  b;illat 
boxes  at  two  polling  sub-divisions,  when  the  Deputy  Returning  Oliicer  I 
opened  the  boxes  at  the  close  of  the  poll,  than  were  recorded  in  thf  | 
poll  book.  As  a  proof  of  extensive  tampering  with  the  ballots, 
have  this  notorious  fact,  that  in  31  Counties  of  Ontario  there  ' 
4,076  rejected  ballots  in  1896,  under  Conservative  Deputy  Retiirniiii:  1

which  was  done.  Mulloy  then  went  to  Dr.  Hough,  a  leading  Liberal 
in  Wiarton,  in  the  a'ljoining  riding  of  North  Bruce,  and  represented 
to  liim  that  he  had  been  sent  from  Owen  Sound  to  act  in  conjunc- 
tion with  him  in  buying  votes  in  North  Grey,  and  asked  Dr.  Hough 
for  money.  Dr.  Hough  refused  to  have  anything  to  do  with  him. 
and  Mulloy  left  for  Toronto  to  see  his  Tory  employers.  The  whole 
thing  was  a  vile  plot  to  entrap  the  North  Grey  Liberals,  but  fortun- 
ately failed. 

ORGANIZER  WRIGHT'S  FINE  HAND  APPEARS 
In  March,  1903,  just  two  months  after  this  episode,  Mr.  A.  W 
Wright,  Conservative  organizer,  went  to  Buffalo  and  procured  from 
Mulloy.  and  the  leader  of  the  gang,  Nelson,  affidavits,  stating  thai 
they  had  been  employed  by  the  Liberals  to  take  a  gang  of  pluggers 
into  North  Grey,  North  Perth,  and  North  Norfolk.  It  is  significant 
that  these  affidavits  were  sworn  on  March  20th,  iqo3,  just  nine  days 
after  the  notorious  Garaey  made  his  charges  on  the  floor  of  the  Legis 
lature.  It  was  the  intention  to  read  these  aJidavits  on  the  floor  u' 
the  House  as  a  supplement  to  the  Gamey  charges.  They  were  not  si 
used.  Why?  Because  Wright,  in  drawing  up  Nelson's  affidavit , 
had  made  the  fatal  mistake  of  putting  into  Nelson's  mouth  the  stati 
ment  that  he  had  been  interviewed  by  Alexander  Smith,  the  Liberal 
organizer,  in  Toronto  on  December  28th,  1902,  when  Mr.  Smith  was 
not  in  Toronto  at  all. 

WRIGHT  TAKES  ANOTHER  TRIP  TO  BUFFALO 
Wright  took  another  trip  to  Buffalo  and  on  April  loth,  1903  (G(»  il 
Friday,,  he  had  a  long  interview  with  his  two  chums.  Nelson  ana  Miil 
loy,  in  a  saloon  on  Washington  street.  Afterwards  Nelson  and  Mulloi 
offered  to  make  an  affidavit  for  the  Liberals  explaining  their  connection 
with  Wright,  and  went  to  a  reputable  lawyer  in  Buffalo  named  John  T, 
Ryan,  and  gave  him  instructions  for  drawing  up  tY".  same. 

NELSON  STEALS  THE  AFFIDAVIT 
Nelson  then  stole  the  document  and  was  arrested  and  foi.id 
guilty.  During  the  trial  Wright  sat  in  the  Buffalo  Police  Court  as 
the  friend  and  adviser  of  these  two  crooks.  Nelson,  in  his  evidi ucf

Pritchett  was  a  fugiUve  from  justice  when  he  signed  the  affidavit, 
and  he  gave  as  his  reason  for  making  the  affidavit  that  he  wanted  the 
warrant  against  him  to  be  withdrawn  in  order  that  he  might  return 
to  Canada,  and  the  warrant  v/as  withdrawn. 

When  Mr.  Whitney  moved  a  vote  of  waft  of  confidence  in  the 
Government  on  the  22nd  day  of  March,  1900,  he  read  the  Pritchett 
affidavit  as  the  reason  why  the  Government  should  be  defeated.  An 
Opposition  that  depends  for  a  case  on  such  evidence  is  certainly  driven 
to  the  very  last  ditch,  and  Mr.  Whitney's  action  in  the  matter  is  un 
worthy  of  the  position  he  occupies  as  a  member  of  the  Conservative 
party.  He  must  have  known  that  Pritchett  was  a  fugitive  from  jus- 
tice. The  affidavit  itself  declared  that  he  had  used  a  false  name  ir 
order  to  get  ippointed  deputy  returning  officer.  It  is  also  stated 
that  he  had  violated  the  Election  Law  by  miscounting  or  "sUpping 
the  ballots.  All  these  facts  are  set  forth  on  the  face  of  the  affidavit 
so  that  at  the  time  Mr.  Whitney  made  his  charge  against  the  Govern 
ment  he  was  using  the  testimony  of  a  man  i^ho  was  a  fugitive  from 
justice,  who  had  endeavored  to  pass  himself  off  under  an  assumed 
name,  and  who  had  declared  that  he  had  violated  the  Election  Law. 

During  the  trial  Pritchett  was  characterized  by  Judge  Morgan  as 
"a  self-convicted  liar."  Notwithstanding  all  this,  Mr.  Whitney  holds 
the  original  affidavit  of  Pritchett  in  his  possession,  and  declares  it  tn 
be  a  precious  document.  One  of  the  proudest  moments  of  his  life  was 
when  he  used  that  document. 

The  question  may  be  asked,  why  is  not  Pritchett  prosecuted  for 
personation?

CONSERVATIVE  ORGANIZERS 

About  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  Mr.  Andrew  Miscampbell 
ex-M.P.P.,  was  appointed  organizer  for  the  Conservative  part\ 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  Mr.  Miscampbell  sat  for  severiJi 
terms  in  the  House  for  the  East  Riding  of  Simcoe,  and  frequentl\ 
heard  Mr.  Wliituey  denounce  the  Liberals  for  corrupt  practict^. 
In  the  general  election  for  1902,  Mr.  Miscampbell,  who  had  prt 
viously  been  in  the  employ  of  the  company  promoting  the  tiaiili 
industries,  ran  for  the  new  constituency  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  a;,! 
was  elected  by  a  majority  of  199.  A  protest  having  been  entert  i. 
Mr.  Miscampbell  was  unseated  for  corrupt  practices.  The  tri  il 
brought  out  the  fact  that  one  Morreault  was  reported  for  cornijit 
practices.  It  seems  Mr.  Morreault  was  brought  up  fr.i:' 
Montreal  to  influence  the  French  vote  at  the  Sault,  and  that  Mi. 
Miscampbell  paid  him  with  his  own  hands  the  sum  of  $ioc,  ' ni 
that  he  was  also  paid  Si  10  by  one  Hand,  an  agent  of  Mr.  \i;> 
Campbell,  and  $25  by  one  Thompson,  another  agent,  and  1"  l!i 
of  the  latter  sums  were  paid  with  Mr.  Miscampbell's  assent  uid 
knowledge.  The  seat  was  declared  vacant,  and  Mr.  Jiisiiit 
Osier,  in  delivering  the  judgment  of  the  Election  Court,  said    -

"ancial  agent,  as  required  by  the  Election  Act,  and  there  was,  moreiAcr,  in 
"respect  of  it,  a  distinct  infraction  of  the  Election  Act  in  theomis-ii'n  to 
'include  it  in  the  detailed  state-nent  of  the  candidnte's  election  e'-!';'--es, 
"The  transaction  was  a  blameworthy  one,  well  calculated  to  excite  su'-;  i<-ion,

Here  we  ha\e  another  evidence  of  the  use  to  which  the  Purity 
Fund,  already  referred  to,  was  applied.  Might  we  not  properly 
ask,  did  the  contributors  to  this  fund  get  a  pledge  from  Mr.  Mis- 
eampbcll  tliat  the  money  paid  over  to  him  would  be  applied 
pmperly?  They  were  certainly  warned  by  his  experience  in  the 
election  courts  that  he  was  not  a  man  to  be  trusted  with  the 
proper  application  of  election  funds.  To  what  use  was  this  money 
applied?  Has  Mr.  Whitney  ever  asked  a  detailed  account  of 
his  expenditure  from  Mr.  Miscampbell?  Does  Mr.  Whitney  think 
that  a  Member  of  Parliament,  unseated  for  corrupt  practices,  i.s 
the  man  best  fitted  to  conduct  a  campaign  for  pure  elections? 

In  North  Grey  election  trial,  the  Conservatives  attached 
a  great  deal  of  importance  to  the  evidence  of  two  witnesses 
Nelson  and  Mallory,  from  Buffalo,  who  were  employed  to  g  • 
to  North  Grey,  with  a  view  to  purchase  votes  for  the  sitting 
member,  Mackay.
